lins decided lo postpone -afly action in 
th*' m atter of the “ dry" country u n ­ 
der (he Indian trea ty in Northern 
Minnesota. 
The Journal says: 
Bemidji, Detroit, (‘ass 'Lake and 
many other tow n s in the territory 
covered by flu* Chippewa treaty of 
J8:>5 will be made “ dry" by order of 
the Bidi i i i bureau, if the authorities 
see fit to faery out the treaty (provi­ 
sions. 
It i» expected they will do so. 
The supreme court ar Washington to­ 
day denied the application of the li­ 
quor interests dor a rehearing of the 
case brought up from Bemidji, prev­ 
iously decided against the liquor men 
and it is now up to the Indian bureau. 
The 185r» treaty-covers a large area 
of northern Minnesota, from Detroit 
east to Hie iron range and eouth as 
far us Brainerd, and says that the 
sale of intoxicating liquor sh ad I be 
forbidden in the “ Indian country.”

Supreme Court Has Denied a Reop­ 
ening of the Case and 30 Days 
Grace Will be Given 


According to the report printed be­ 
low 
from the Minneapolis Journal 
so are one must have blundered when 
the report was send out from Wash­ 
ington by ('(mg r ess rn a ii Miller, of the 
Eighth district, that the department 
has decided to po-1pone my action in 
the (mutter of the “ dry" country u n ­ 
der the Indian treaty in Northern 
Minnesota. 
The Journal says: 
Bemidji, Detroit, (a s s Lake and 
many other towns in the territory 
covered by the Chippewa treaty of 
IS.’i.'i will be made “ dry” by order of 
the Indian bureau, if the authorities 
see fit to cacry out the treally (provi­ 
sions. 
It in expected they will do so. 
The supreme court af Washington to­ 
day denied the application of the li­ 
quor interests ifor a rehearing of tile 
case brought up from Bemidji, prev­ 
iously decided against the liquor men 
aud it is now up to the Indian bureau. 
The 1855 treaty covers a large area 
of northern Minnesota, from Detroit 
east to the iron range and south as 
far as Brainerd, and says that the 
sale of into Heating liquor sha-11 be 
forbidden in the "Indian country." 
Coii'gress could set aside this provi­ 
sion. hut it never has. 
In I ti I I “ Pus- 
sylfooj” Johnson then with the law 
en»foro»ment division of the Indian 
bureau, closed many saloons in this 
district, but 
Bemidji sa loon keepers 
went into court -and got un injunc­ 
tion 
from -the late United State's 
Judge ( A . Willard, who held* that 
the treaty provisions are no longer in 
force*. 
This was reversed by -the su­ 
preme court last May and the liquor 
interests filed an injunction for a re­ 
hearing. 
Th'* supreme court today* denied 
this -application. 
Ender the practice of the court the 
mandamus iii this ra-s-e will not be 
sent to the lower court for 30 days. 
I his will give the liquor dealers time 
to close out their business or remove 
to other localities where liquor is ^ e r ­ 
mined. 
The Indian bureau also will 
have time-to f or nim late its plans for 
the enforcement of the law. 
indian 
Commissioner Cato Sells has already 
declared that he will do everything 
in his power lo keep liquor from the 
Indiana, and it is expected that he 
will enforce the law strictly in that 
part of the treaty country (where In­ 
dians still live. 
This -morning’s Duluth News-Tri- 
bunc says in regard to the “ lid:” 
Licenses for trafficking in liquor 
under which approximately Kuo sa­ 
loons are operating in the so-called 
Indian treaty territory of Minnesota 
are believed to be near a summary 
expiration because of a decision of 
the supreme court of 
the 
United 
States. 
Yesterday this tribunal announced 
that it stood' on its decision of June, 
upholding the right of Indian bureau 
officials to shut up saloons in te rri­ 
tory ceded to the United States by 
Indians under the so-called treaty of 
18515, over which treaty as applied 
to tho liq u o r traffic there has been 
waged a vigorous legal fight. 
Cato 'Sells, head of the Indian bu­ 
reau, 'made no comment for publica­ 
tion on the reaffirmance of the flnd- 
iii-gs in the litigation earlier in the 
year. 
In 
a sentence 
the 
supreme 
court states that he and his subordi 
nates have an absolute right to pre­ 
vent trafficking in liquor in any way 
whatsoever in the territory stipulated 
by the treaty made nearly 60 years 
ago. 
Roughly, the territory may be de 
scribed*as comprising portions of St. 
Louis, Koochiching, Cass, Crow Wing. 
Beltrami, Clearwater, Itasca and Ait­ 
kin counties. 
The territory lies east 
of and adjacent 
to Graud 
Rapids;, 
thence to Baigley and from Brainerd 
to within five miles of International 
Falls. 
The chief cities and villages 
within this 
restricted 
zone 
are: 
Brainerd, Bemidji, 
Grand 
Rapids, 
Hibbing, Walker, Park Rapids,, Cros­ 
by, 
Deer-wood, 
Aitkin, 
Coleraine, 
Blaek-duck, Big, Falls, Northome. 
It is declared in Washington that 
tile number of Indians in the restrict­ 
ed district totals less 
than 
7,000 
while the whites are understood to 
number 4*0-0,000. 
From all that could- be gathered 
from carious sources— ’Washington, 
Duluth and the treaty territory— the 
“situation” rests wholly with Com­ 
missioner Sells. 


If* the treaty should- be enforced 
only with reference to those plaoes 
where Indians reside not more than

In the event that the commissioner 
of Indian affairs shall enforce th* 
treaty strictly, it is expected that “ a 
reasonable tim e” will lie given for 
the disposal of stocks of liquor and 
a closing up of th** business of each 
saloon or bar in order that the meas­ 
ure of loss he kept to the minimum.
